Claims 1-4, 6, 9 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Stavrianopoulos , U.S. Patent 
4,843,122. 

Reference to Stavrianopoulos specifically teaches 
modification of polymers containing functional groups as required 
by applicant's claims and further "derivatized" . The claims, as 
understood, are either anticipated by the reference or, at the 
very least, rendered prima facie obvious therefrom insofar as the 
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same polymers with the same f unctionalized groups are reacted 
with reagents and modified reagents to form f unctionalized 
polymers. The specific structure in claim 4 is either 



form thereof is specifically shown in column 17 of the reference 
as a reactant. Derivatized reactants are part of applicant's 
claims as understood. The claimed processes and products are, 
therefore, either anticipated or, at the very least, rendered 
prima facie obvious by reference to Stavrianopoulos, especially 
in view of the breadth of the claimed "activating reagent" and 
"derivatizing reagent" as stipulated in the claims.
